Yardley Grants Final OK On New Sewer System

The Yardley Borough Council 
at a special meeting last night 
approved 
t h r e e 
ordinances 
which granted final approval to 
a new $1 million sewer system. 
Construction on the sewers is 
expected to begin by the end of 
this month. The contracst call 
for completion within a year. 
The first ordinance establish­ 
ed the rental rates and charges 
inherent in the use of the sys­ 
tem. Each homeowner will pay 
on the average of $99 a year 
for the service. 
Spells Out Fees 
In 
addition, 
the 
ordinance 
spelled out the breakdown on 
charges. 
For each single family dwell­ 
ing and for industrial and com­ 
mercial buildings, there will be 
$20 charge per quarter for 
the first 6,000 gallons; 75 cents 
per 1.000 gallon up to 54.000 
and 60 cents per thousand over 
60.000 gallons. 
The second ordinance requires 
all homeowners 
and 
commer­ 
cial operators to tie in with the 
sewer system 
within 90 days 
after receiving notice from the 
sewer authority that the work 
is completed and service avail­ 
able. The connection fee will be 
$100 if done before March 15, 
1968, and $150 thereafter. 
The third ordinance requires 
all homeowners to tie-in and, 
in addition, prohibits the use or 
maintenance of a cesspool in 
the borough after the system 
goes into operation, This ordi 
nance also represented the fin­ 
al adoption of the sewer sys 
tem.

TSetv Train Safety Device 
Tested At Morrisville I ard

A new “ hot box” detection de. 
vice was demonstrated yester­ 
day at the Morrisville Yard of 
the Pennsylvania Railroad, with 
the PRH providing the locomo­ 
tive for testing puposcs. 
The device, called Servosafe 
Hot Box Detective, consists of 
an infrared light which detects 
overheated 
journal 
boxes 
on 
trains. The “journal box” is the 
metal box which keeps the train 
wheels lubricated at the axle. 
Needless to say, when this box 
gets too hot from lack of lubri­ 
cation, trains can be derailed 
if the axle cracks. 
As explained to the newsmen, 
the leading cause of train de­ 
railments 
is 
undetected 
over­ 
heated journal boxes — or “ hot 
boxes.” The cost of hot boxes 
in shippers’ c ’aims, lost cargo 
miles and 
injury 
settemcnts 
runs into the tens of millions 
of dollars each year. 


F irm Plays Host 
The new device is manufac­ 
tured by the Servo Corp. of 
America, and it was this firm 
which hosted the pressmen to 
the first public demonstration of 
the hot box detective. 
Mounted 
at 
trackside, 
the 
scanner’s infrared eye. a heat 
measuring cell no bigger than 
a grain of wheat, is trained on 
the wheel’s 
journal 
boxes 
as 
they pass by going as fast as 
80 miles per hour 


The “ eye that sees heat" de­ 
tects any overheated axles and 
its exact location on the train, 
and 
then 
this 
information 
is 
electronically transmitted to the 
nearest railroad tower where it 
will appear in a moving chart. 
The demonstration ycsterda> 
was made on the 'Fenton Harris 
burg line of the PRU where from 
15 to 20 trains pass daily. The 
“ message” on a passing demons­ 
tration train was redyed back 
to the Morrisville Railroad Tow­ 
er. where newsmen gathered to 
watch the chart. 


Control Tower Relays 
A data control unit in the tow 


w en* fierrm,,, 


or keeps a chart of each passing 
tram, and radio contact can be 
made to the train engineers noti. 
fying them to stop the train lf 
a serious “ hot box” is detected. 
Raymond Moenich, field engi­ 
neer. explained how the hot box 
detective works. He also point­ 
ed out that about 80 of these 
boxes have been installed on 
railroads 
throughout 
America 
and in Canada. Each detection 
unit costs about $35,000 
Hopefully, 
the 
officials 
ex­ 
plained the new device may cut 
down on train derailments, pre­ 
venting loss of passenger* and 
packages.
